Marion Fire Department Turns 100

Just imagine what life must have been like in the 
Town of Marion over a century ago with an autonomous 
volunteer fire brigade, privately organized and adminis- 
tered by an self-appointed Board of Fire Engineers. 
Although the town did assist financially by helping to 
purchase the occasional fire apparatus, the department 
was essentially a self-sustaining entity unto itself which 
used series of ringing bell signals to alert its ranks to a 
certain part of town for a fire. 

But all that changed on March 6, 1905 when Town 
Meeting voters formally approved Articles 20 and 21 to 
officially incorporate the first-ever town-run Marion Fire 
Department. One article allocated a mere $223 to cover 
the costs of administering the new department and 
another approved a whopping $50 to purchase a ladder 
truck.

secondary, and private roads in the tovra. It is the respon- 
sibility for private roads of either the association or the 
residents to contract for snow removal or wait until the 
primary roads are done. However, a snow plow will lead 
emergency vehicles to any resident who has an emer- 
gency situation. 

At 7:15 pm, the board met with the Water /Sewer 
Superintendent Nick Nicholson and members of the 
Water /Sewer Commission for an update. After giving a 
background of town water projects, Mr. Nicholson 
discussed the four existing town wells and the average 
usage last year of 514,000 gallons per day. With enlarge- 
ment of school facilities and other buildings, enlarging of 
existing pipelines to add further pipelines is necessary for 
proper flow. The preliminary plans for water expansion to 
Mattapoisett Neck Road are quite complete. 

In addition, the Regional Water District of 
Fairhaven, Mattapoisett, and Marion are planning to join 
in building a water treatment plant. The mineral situation 
in the town wells becomes worse with age and treatment 
is necessary to maintain quality. Further discussion of 
sewer expansion followed with mention of the Brandt 
Beach extension. Unfortunately, the longer the wait, the 
higher the costs. Town Administrator Michael Botelho 
pointed out that projects which have Enterprise Funds 
generally are able to move along. Selectman Andrews 
wanted to know if the plans for expansion would include 
the water pipeline when the road is torn up when the 
project goes out to bid in 2005. This is being investigated. 

Selectman Collyer wanted to know about the 
status of manpower, equipment, and whether a project 
manager would handle the work on a day-to-day basis. 
Mr. Nicholson replied that the manpower and equipment 
are available, but a project manager is available only on a 
part-time basis. Selectman Collyer remarked that many 
grants are available and sell-back possibilities should be

Periodically the cat will vomit this 
mass of hair which is what you find on the floor. 
If the hair had been inhaled and needed to be 
coughed up, we'd be performing Heimlich 
maneuvers on our cats constantly and most 
wouldn't live to a year of age.

According to Mr. Ribeiro, the Marion 2015 Task Force was 
formed and charged with developing a Town Plan for 
Marion that identifies a consensus vision for how the 
citizens of Marion want the town to look in ten years, to 
ensure that this vision is consistent with existing planning 
efforts, and to provide the Selectmen with a set of recom- 
mendations for how to realize that vision over the next 
decade. 

"The Task Force determined that the goals of the 
previous Growth Management Committee of 1996 were 
still valid and that the task force would proceed attempt- 
ing to meet these goals," Mr. Ribeiro read from his written 
report. "Since March of 2004 the Task Force on a bi- 
monthly basis has met with representatives from ... all 
town departments, town boards, town committees, civic 
groups, and social organizations. This information 
gathering and organizing was considered as the first 
phase of the project." 

After gauging input from these various entities

year's expenses which have already exceeded that 
amount. 

"Do you think we're safe with $65,000 for next 
year?" Chairman Laboa asked. 

"It's a number," Mr. Huntoon said. "If we find we 
need additional funding (for legal services), we can 
always go for a transfer." 

Returning to their regular agenda, after approv- 
ing the minutes of the February 14 meeting the board 
approved payment in the amoxmt of $9,441.50 to Town 
Counsels Perry, Hicks, Crotty and Deshaies, LLP, for legal 
services rendered and also signed and approved an 
amended "Veterans Council Agreement" for the towns of 
Rochester and Mattapoisett. 

The board next met briefly with Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson regarding Mr. Huntoon's 
recommendation to increase the Town Planner's work 
week from 21.5 to 30 hours. Mr. Huntoon said current 
Town Planner Randall Kunz actually works closer to 40 
hours a week in various capacities and proposed develop- 
ment projects warrant his additional workload. 

"We don't doubt that he's working the hours," 
Chairman Laboa said. "But now we've got the Tri-Town 
Planner (issue) out there." 

"I'd say if we're going to be dealing with (updat- 
ing) the Master Plan this year, we could use the 30 hours," 
Mr. Johnson said. "If not, I'd say go with maybe 25 hours 
(a week)."

fund both Rochester's existing Town Planner and the 
town's share of a proposed regional Tri-Town Planner 
position, it might be worth looking into a new full-time 
position solely to meet Rochester needs. "I just think the 
Planning Board has been getting short-changed," Select- 
man Morse said. "I'm not against the Tri-Town Planner 
idea, but I think Rochester needs a full-time position ... to 
help with planning issues." 

There was some confusion over the title of "Town 
Planner," since the current position serves more as a 
"board administrator" to the Planning Board, according to 
Selectman Morse. What is being proposed for the Tri- 
Town Planner is more in line with the actual definition of 
"town planning." 

Selectman Nunes felt their priority should be to 
expand the town's economic options in the event that 
SEMASS — the town's oft-cited "cash cow" — were ever 
to move their operation out of Rochester or permanently 
shut down. 

"In ten years that SEMASS contract is set to 
expire," Selectman Nunes said. "I think Rochester needs 
to find a (planning) specialist and not someone who is 
doing administrative services." 

"A professional Town Planner is going to come in 
here and superimpose (an overall development plan) for 
the town," Mr. Huntoon cautioned. "That's not what we 
need right now. You can guide development, but you're 
not going to stop development." 

The board agreed to meet with Town Planner

Cursed. Starring Christina Ricci and Jesse 
Eisenberg. Directed by Wes Craven. Running 
time: 96 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

There's nothing much a horror fan can do with the dead-on- 
belated-arrival Cursed other than attend the wake, pat Wes Craven on 
the arm, and say "Sorry for your troubles." Craven, who hasn't had a 
film in theaters in five years (the lame Scream 3 in early 2000 was the last 
to bear his signature), chose for his comeback an overly touchy-feely 
script by Kevin Williamson, who wrote his and Craven's biggest hit, the 
original Scream. The result has become semi-legendary among horror 
buffs for its tortured backstory (shelved for over a year, about half of it 
was reshot, then watered down to a PG-13 for mass teen consumption). 
It really never deserved to be more than a quickie TV-movie on the WB, 
where it would' ve aired around Halloween and then faded into oblivion. 

Christina Ricci, attempting her own comeback (2001's Prozac Na- 
tion, the drama that was supposed to do it for her, remains unreleased), 
takes a deep breath and dives into the cheese. She's playing EUie, an 
assistant on the Craig Kilborn show, an indignity perhaps even greater 
than turning into a werewolf. But the latter appears to be in her future, 
after she and her teenage brother Jimmy (fesse Eisenberg) are scratched 
by a lycanthrope one night. Soon, they share a craving for raw meat, an 
aversion to silver, and a willingness to deliver bad Kevin Williamson 
dialogue. Who knows why this werewolf story is set in Hollywood, on 
the margins of a late-night show that was cancelled last year? Who can 
explain the presence of Scott Baio, who gamely appears as himself and 
comes on to EUie when she starts throwing off full-moon pheromones? 

Cursed may once have been a nastier affair, even verging on the 
incestuous (why else bother to have a brother and sister share a blood 
curse?). What we get, though, is any number of subplots that barely 
make sense, such as the one in which a homophobic jock taunts Jimmy 
and then, allegedly shockingly, turns out to be gay himself (Williamson's 
seen American Beauty one too many times, I suspect). EUie has a boy- 
friend, a bearded designer (Joshua Jackson) putting together a horror- 
movie-themed restaurant /club, just so that we can get many shots of 
people framed next to a Lon Chaney Jr. Wolf Man statue. The wit of 
1980's The Howling (which featured a shot of Allen Ginsburg'sHozy/) and 
1981' s An American Wereioolfin London (prankishly edited to the rhythm 
of several moon-related tunes) is far beyond Williamson's reach. 



Speaking of American Werewolf, Rick Baker — who won an Oscar 
for his groundbreaking transformation effects on that film — is men- 
tioned here in the credits as "special make-up artist," which, on the 
evidence of the movie, must mean "applying eyeliner to Christina 
Ricci." Looking at the badly executed werewolves in Cursed, which 
move as unconvincingly as any computer-generated werewolf ever has, 
I refuse to believe that Baker had any more to do with these critters than 
minor consultation by phone: "Yes, they are supposed to have fur and 
fangs. Send the check to..." In theory, a Wes Craven werewolf movie 
with Rick Baker on board should have been dark magic, but Craven long 
ago seemingly resigned himself to making diversions for high-school 
kids. 

Most of whom, I would think, will skip this {Cursed earned a non- 
whopping $9.5 million last weekend) and wear out their copy of 2000's 
Ginger Snaps, a sharp and deadly werewolf movie that happens to center 
on teenage girls, but offers something to any demographic: intelligence, 
wit, great sarcastic dialogue, and genuine fright. After that film, as well 
as other cult favorites like Brotherhood of the Wolf and Dog Soldiers, a 
werewolf story needs to bring more to the table than a tired sexual 
metaphor (the culprits are a womanizing jerk and his jilted ex-lover). If 
the movie is saying that life in Hollywood is red in tooth and claw — that 
people move in packs, feed remorselessly on the weak, and turn into 
beasts after dark — we've got any random E ! True Hollywood Story to teU 
us that. If Craven and Williamson don't like it in Hollywood, they 
should get out; Williamson may be lost to the mainstream, but Craven 
has made at least three outlaw classics outside the system (Last House on 
the Left, The Hills Have Eyes, and A Nightmare on Elm Street), and he still 
could, if he learns from this experience, hires a group of grubby 
unknowns, and sets out to scare us again.

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Oscar Doesn't Live Here

Now that the 77th Annual Academy Awards have 
been relegated to the history books and video ar- 
chives, I think there's something that needs to be said 
in the wake of all the recent brouhaha surrounding 
Martin Scorsese, America's oft-cited "greatest living 
director," who has yet to win one of those coveted 
little gold statues after now being nominated five 
times for the Best Directing Oscar. 

First, like all great film-makers with a hefty body 
of work behind them, I would heartily agree that Mar- 
tin Scorsese is, indeed, among the best feature film 
directors working today. But like many such film- 
makers, his output has had its equal share of hits and 
misses ... with most of the latter to be found among 
his recent releases. To be sure, the visionary who gave 
us Taxi Driver, Raging Bull and Goodfellas probably 
should have received recognition for any one or all 
three of these cinematic gems, not to mention equally- 
compelling but less popular works like After Hours, 
The King of Comedy, The Last Waltz, or even the con- 
troversial The Last Temptation of Christ. 

But, frankly, I'm tired of listening to the rationale 
that Scorsese somehow "deserves" to win an Oscar 
for bloated, overwrought and decidedly anonymous 
films like his most recent Gangs ofNezv York and The 
Aviator — neither of which I regard as quintessential 
"Martin Scorsese films" — simply because he's been 
robbed of the honor in the past. To me, that's akin to 
a high school student returning to his sixth grade 
spelling bee contest to make up for that one shot at 
glory he missed. I'd rather have Scorsese wow us with 
another Goodfellas or Raging Bull and thereby earn the 
Oscar, fair and square. 

Having seen both Million Dollar Baby and The 
Aviator, I was very pleased that Clint Eastwood's riv- 
eting drama beat out the overlong and spotty Scorsese 
epic. Eastwood's critically-acclaimed movie was eas- 
ily superior to Scorsese's film and it deserved to win 
both the Best Picture and Best Director honors at the 
Academy Awards. Granted, I enjoyed The Aviator a 
lot more than the brooding and slow-paced Gangs of 
New York, and it had moments of that tell-tale Scorsese 




magic — the attention to 
period detail, a violently 
realistic airplane crash, 
and Gate Blanchette's 
dead-on portrayal of 
Katharine Hepburn, for 
which she deservedly 
won the Best Supporting 
Actress award. But overall it had neither the bite nor 
passion of great Scorsese works like Taxi Driver, Rag- 
ing Bidl or Goodfellas. 

Maybe I'm mourning more the fact that Leonardo 
DiGaprio has become Scorsese's de facto leading man, 
trying hard but not quite managing to fill the very 
big shoes of Robert De Niro. But I think it goes be- 
yond mere casting issues. At 62, Scorsese is now an 
older and more gentler film-maker and his resultant 
work reflects his age. He's not an angry young man 
anymore and so his films are far less acerbic. 

Being a known "film buff," I would also think 
Scorsese would just take the whole Oscar thing in 
stride. After all, he's now in great company as one of 
a select group of acclaimed "name" directors who 
never won a single Academy Award. 

With five nominations and zero wins to his credit, 
Scorsese now joins an elite group that also includes 
Alfred Hitchcock (five noms, no wins); Stanley 
Kubrick (four noms, no wins); Sidney Lumet (four 
noms, no wins); and Orson Welles (one nom, no win). 
With the exception of Kubrick, all these directors did 
eventually receive an "honorary" Oscar for their body 
of work — with Lumet ironically accepting his just this 
year from none other than Scorsese himself! At this point, 
I can see Marty possibly getting one of these well- 
deserved "Lifetime Achievement" awards one day, 
which wouldn't necessarily be a bad thing either. 

Then again. Glint Eastwood just nabbed an Os- 
car at age 74 and the aforementioned Lumet just com- 
pleted a film at age 80 — so Scorsese's still got about 
another 20 years to "wow" us with a film that's truly 
worthy of his considerable talents and the coveted 
Academy Award.
